pel is largely a matter of foot 
work. And remember that one 
command was “go quickly.” I am 


sure that that servant was valued 
by his master, not for his eloquent 
speech, nor for his tender plead- 
ing, but most of all for faithful 
roing! 

And so all Christians are com- 
manded to have “your feet shod 
with the preparation of the gos- 
pel of peace!” 


Beautiful Feet 


The feet of a soul winner are 
beautiful in God’s sight. So the 
Spirit of God tells us in Isaiah 
5 8 fe 

“How beautiful upon the moun- 
tains are the feet of him that 
bringeth good tidings, that pub- 
lisheth peace; that bringeth good 
tidings of good, that publisheth 
salvation; that saith unto Zion, 
thy God reigneth!” 

Again, Nahum 1:15 is a similar 
passage, praising the feet of those 
who carry the gospel message. 

“Behold upon*the mountains the 
feet of him that bringeth good 
tidings, that publisheth peace!” 

In Romans 10:15 we have the 
same message: 

“And how shall they preach, 
except they be sent? as it is writ- 
ten, How beautiful are the feet 
of them that preach the gospel of 
peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things!” 

How can one preach, except he 
first goes? Of what use is a mouth 
with a sweet message, unless the 
feet carry it? How beautiful are 
the feet of the soul winner! 

I can well understand how the 
dear Saviour Himself washed the 
feet of the disciples. He meant it 
as. a lesson in humility, and yet 
someway He made the feet of a 
preacher grand —and--beautiful 
things. The feet of the apostles 
trudged over the. then-known} 
world, carrying the gospel... 

Every preacher, every. mission- 
ary, every soul .winner..ought to 
read carefully the story of Paul’s 
missionary journeys with this in 
mind, that Paul spent more time 
walking than he did preaching, 
and his feet got more exercise 
than his mouth! Paul not only 
preached publicly, but also “from 
house to house” (Acts 20:20). 

I was profoundly impressed one 
day in reading Acts .20:13, 14: 
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“And we went before to -ship, 
and sailed unto Assos, there in- 
tending to take in Paul: for so 
had he appointed, minding him- 
self to go afoot. And when he met 
with us at Assos, we took him in, 
and came to Mitylene.” 


Paul was minded to go “afoot’’ 
from Troas to Assos, a distance, I 
suppose, of eighteen or twenty 
miles. I think it likely that on the 
crowded ship he would have no 
quiet place in which to meditate 
and pray, no time to seek the will 
and power of God. So he provided 
that his lesser companions should 
have the comfort of the ship while 
he walked. And to make it more 
interesting yet, remember that in 
the same chapter the preceding 
verses tell how the night before 
he had preached until midnight, 
then brought back to life the 
young man who fell out of the 
third-story window, ate a mid- 
night lunch and talked on till 
daylight! Following that, then, 
Paul felt the need to walk a day- 
long journey to the next preach- 
ing place! Beautiful feet of Paul! 
They were soul-winner’s feet. No 
wonder that Paul could write and, 
say of himself, “In labours more 
abundant.” The would-be _ soul 
winner often misses the point, so 
clearly taught in the Bible, that 
there is a severe price in toil, if 
you want to be a soul winner. 

I can easily get a preacher will- 
ing to fill a pulpit and preach a 
sermon, but it is a difficult thing 
to get somebody to do house-to- 
house visitation. Harder still it is 
to get Christians to take tracts 
and walk block after block giving 
out the message of life, or spread- 
ing revival circulars and handbills. 
Christians do not realize that 
walking is the first part of soul 
winning. Pearls are found in Oy- 
sters in the bottom of the sea, 
diamonds are found in the dirt 
far below the surface of the 
ground in Africa, and the soul 
winner’s joy is found in the midst 
of drudgery and toil. Precious 
souls are not won without going 
after them, and it takes consecrat- 
ed feet to be a soul winner! Oh, 
may Christians who read this de- 
velop feet that are beautiful in 
the “sight of God, feet over which 
new converts in glory will rejoice, 
and say, “How beautiful are the 
feet of them that preach the gos- 
pel of peace, and bring glad tid- 
ings of good things!’ Have your 
feet been shod with the prepara- 
tion of the gospel of peace? 


May I urge every one who longs 
to win souls to set himself to pay 
a price. You envy the soul-win- 
ner’s joy and.weil you may, but 
it costs far more than you know! 
Do not think lightly of his work. 
Péfhaps.you see only the platform 
work, the public speech, and you 
do not know the enormous amount 
of drudgery and going, the foot 
work that is necessary for any- 
body to be a soul winner’ for 
Christ. 


“Shod With the 
Preparation—” 


There are too many barefooted 
Christians. There are too many 
would-be soul winners who are 
not shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace. Once “Uncle 
William Mullins” said about a cer- 
tain problem that he faced, “Now 
this is goirig to be a battle of 
wits!” His wife, Mamie, replied, 
“That is just like you, William, 
entering into a battle half-armed.”’ 
There are too many Christians en- 
tering into the battle with the 
devil, half-armed. The lesson here 
is that if you want to win souls 
then get ready. 


I well remember about my dear 
father who is now in Heaven, that 
the first garments he put on each 
morning were his socks. He didn’t 
want his feet to get cold. And so 
one of the first things for a Chris- 
tian to do every day is to prepare 
his mind and heart for soul win- 
ning. Put the shoes of the gospel 
on your feet before you start out 
for the day! 


First of all, I think this means 
that you need a new dedication 
to soul winning every day. The 
little song we sang in Sunday 
school a long time ago is good for 
every Christian: 

“IT washed my hands this morning 

So very clean and white, 

And held them up to Jesus, 

To work for Him till night. 
Little feet be careful 

Where you take me to; 
Anything for Jesus, 

Only let me do,” 

Your body is the temple of the 


Holy Spirit, which you have- of 
God, and you are commanded to 
glorify God in your body. Then let 
God have your feet! Dedicate 
them to Him each day to carry 
the gospel. A fire hose with a high 
pressure nozzle may shoot a 
stream of water hundreds of feet 
high and that may do for putting 
out fires, but it will not do for 
carrying water to the sick and 
dying. That you must carry by 
hand, and perhaps hold the cup 
while they sip. My dear friend, 
you cannot shoot the gospel to 
China from the home base; some- 
body must carry it there. 

It is well enough to enclose 
tracts in letters. Every way to get 
out the gospel is good, but some 
people will never be reached with- 
out the clasp of a warm hand, and 
the earnest, searching gaze and 
the quiet word, and sometimes the 
tear of one whose trudging feet 
have carried the: gospel in person. 
Strangely enough, the gospel goes 
better by retail than by wholesale. 
I believe in mass evangelism, but 
do not misunderstand mass evan- 
gelism. The great revivals are 
made up principally on the human 
side of thousands of details, steps 
taken, planning, inviting, adver- 


tising, sweating, crying and pray- 


ing; and then the public preach- 
ing and singing often get all the 
credit! 

So if you want to win souls, put 
your shoes on your feet every day. 
That means to store your mind 
and heart with Bible verses that 
you can take to those whom you 
seek to win. That means to plan 
your work. Depend upon the Holy 
Spirit to direct where you should 
go, who you should see, and what 
you should say. Watch for the 
“breaks” in the game. Many a 
football game has been decided be- 
cause an alert player blocked a 
punt, or fell on the ball, or snatch- 
ed a pass not intended for him. I 
have known preachers who were 
unprepared when suddenly called 
upon to preach, and I have always 
thought it was shocking and wick- 
ed that any preacher should not 
have bait on his hook and his gun 
loaded all the time. The Chris- 
tian’s mind should be so set on 
soul winning, and his heart so pre- 
pared for soul winning, and his 
will so surrendered to the Spirit’s 
leadership, that he can win souls 
at every opportunity. 


Will you permit.a bit of personal 
testimony? Sometime ago I was 
called to a funeral of an old man 
that I did not know, yet one who 
had plainly told his loved ones he 

was ready to go to meet Christ, 
his Saviour. I had never seen, the 
man who dietI did not Know one 
of his relatives or friends who 
were present at the funeral. I did 
not know a Single pallbearer, ex- 
cept one: that I took with me, yet 
my heart was greatly moved and 
I felt led to preach on John 3:16. 
I thought that surely these dear 
troubled souls, most of whom were 
unsaved, would be comforted by 
the thought that comforts my own 
heart, that God so loved them as 
to give His Son. At that funeral I 
preached a gospel sermon, almost 
as I would preach it in a revival 
campaign. I asked those who need- 
ed Christ to hold up their hands 
for prayer and most of those pre- 


‘sent did. I asked those who would 


take Christ as Saviour to claim 
Him openly, and tearfully a num- 
ber of them did. When I returned 
from the cemetery (where IT had 
the joy of winning two others), I 
thought back-to the early morning 
when in my private devotions I 
had asked the dear Lord to help 
me win somebody that. day, and 
tried to set my heart on soul win- 
ning. Through the mercy and help 
of God I had in a small measure 
shod my feet with the preparation 
of the gospel of peace. 

Again, very humbly, permit me 
to give another illustration. One 
Saturday night I was called out 
of bed at 11:30 to marry a couple. 
I was very tired. I had risen at 
5:30 in the morning and at 6:@0 
I had gone to work on the open 
air lot, preparing for the revival, 
digging holes for the light poles, 
cutting weeds, moving benches, 
setting light poles, and helping to 
build the giant screen for gospel 
pictures, It had been a busy, heavy 
day, and yet somehow my heart 
was moved to hunger over sinners 
and to pray for them. 1 had re- 
tired rather sadly because I had 
not won a soul that day. 


When I went to the door ‘and 
found that a dear friend had 
brought his sister and her sweet- 
heart that I might perform the 


ceremony, I prayed while I dressed 
that God would give me wisdom, 
The young couple loved each other 
very dearly. It showed in their 
faces and in every act. After the 
marriage ceremony, during which 
both were awed and moved by the 
Scriptures read, and the sanctity, 
of the step they were taking, I 
urged upon them the need to take 
Christ as Saviour into their home 
and into their hearts. The young 
man first and then the girl claim< 
ed to trust in Christ. 

After a time of counsel and they, 
were about to leave me at the 
door, the young man said, “‘Broth-« 
er Rice, I am sorry to keep you 
up so late, but you have made me 
so very happy, and I believe that 
you are happy in our happiness!” 


I do not win as many as [ 
should, and I do not know how 
many opportunities I missed on 
that Saturday, but I do know 
that God helped me in the eley-« 
enth hour, at the time when these 
young hearts were tender, because 
early in the day I had committed 
myself to winning of souls and 
had shod my feet with the prepa<« 
ration of the gospel of peace! 


How many we could win if wa 
were ready! Jesus won the woman 
at the well of Samaria because 
“he must needs go through Sam< 
aria.’”’ He had prepared and plan< 
ned ahead of time to win that 
dear soul and others. He won her 
because His mind was not on food, 
as were the minds of His disciples, 
but on needy souls. He could say, 
“T have meat to eat that ye know 
not of’’ because He had shod His 
feet with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace. 


Oh, my dear Christian, take 
time to get ready every day for 
soul winning! Study your Bible, 
ask God to cleanse your heart, 
seek divine wisdom in your plans, 
Secure the right tracts to give out, 
ask the Holy Spirit to give you 
the right words to say. 

Philip, the evangelist, the eighth 
chapter of Acts tells us, walked 
all the way from Samaria down 
to the road that leads from Jeru- 
salem to Gaza, which is desert. It 
must have been a long, tiresome 
journey, particularly for a great 
evangelist who was called away 
from the thrill of a marvelous 
revival. But Philip went. He had 
beautiful feet in God’s sight! I am 
sure they seemed so to the eunuch, 
also. And the compassionate heart 
of God was so moved in love © 


toward Philip, that on the return - 


journey He caught him away, and 


he ‘was carried back by the Spirit 


to Azotus. He had been faithful 
in walking, so he got a ride, car- 
ried by.the Holy Spirit!-But the 
long walk of Philip-would=have 
been wasted if he could not have 
begun at Isaiah 53, the same scrip< 
ture that the eunuch was reading, 
and preached unto him _ Jesus! 
Philip walked, but before he went 
walking that day he put on his 
shoes. He had his feet shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of 
peace. He knew his Bible, he was 
led by the Spirit, he had his heart 
prepared in sincere love for sin- 
ners. f 


A preacher can well afford then 
to read his ‘Bible. Elisha could 
well afford for a time to be simply 
the servant “which poured water 
on the hands of Elijah” (II Kings 
3:11). Timothy could well afford 
to wash Paul’s feet, and write his 
letters for a time, before he got 
to be the bishop of the great 
church at Ephesus. Any would-be 
soul winner can well afford to 
study his Bible, wait before God 
in prayer, and be filled with the 
Holy Spirit. Put on your shoes, 
brother, put on your shoes! 


“The Gospel of Peace’ 
The soul-winner’s feet are to be 
shod with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace. The good news 


is so sweet that the soul winner ~ 


must enjoy it himself. The messen- 
ger of a king may carry a package 
or a letter whose seal he dare not 
break, but it is not so with God’s 


messengers, The soul winner must 


know the gospel that he is to take 
to the sinner. He must be able to 
say, “I have tried it myself.” If 
you seek sinners, you must be 


saved yourself, and the sweet gos-, 


pel that won you must be fresh in 
your heart, 


When Samson found the honey 
in the carcass of the lion he very 
properly carried some to his 
mother and father. But he carried 
it in his own hands, eating as he 
went! My dear brother, there is

There was an indignant wave of 
protest when Dr. Ferre was invit- 
ed to speak to a predominantly 
orthodox Southern Baptist group 
of students. At the last minute, 
Baptist leaders cancelled the in- 
vitation to Ferre, and he did not 
speak. | 

But the incidents sparked a 
growing wave of controversy. 
Time Magazine for April 12 says: 

“The Student Union leaders 
were first put on the carpet last 

November, because Ray had in- 

vited Vanderbilt University’s Dr. 

Nels Ferre, a liberal Christian 

theologian to give the principal 

speech at their state convention. 

General board members heard 

that Congregationalist Ferre 
- does not believe in the virgin 

birth, and they quickly canceled 
his appearance.” 

Mass meetings of students were 


held to back up the liberal ‘stu- 
dent secretaries in Duke Univer- 


sity (Methodist, where Baptists 
employed a student secretary for 
Baptist students), and North 
Carolina University, we _ believe 
(Wake Forest is a Southern Bap- 
tist school, where for thirty years 
some unorthodox teachers have 
held forth from time to time. One 
Baptist student-delegation sent an 
appeal, pliblished in the Christian 
Century; the mouthpiece of radical 
modernism in America, insisted on 
freedom in ,selectingtheir own 
program irrespective of sound 
doctrine. ) 

Rev. H. L. Ferguson of Char- 
lotte (either in the Baptist State 
Convention of North Carolina, or 
in the official board representing 
the Convention between meetings 
—the newspapers do not make 
clear), made a motion that a com- 
mittee be named to study the Bap- 
tist Student Union program and 
its leaders. In the North Carolina 
Baptist State paper, the Biblical 
Recorder, he wrote: 

“Any person can believe and 
practice what he pleases, but no 
person has the moral right to 
accept Baptist money from Bap- 
tist churches, given: by Baptist 
people, and at the same time 
believe and teach doctrines that 
the vast majority of those furn- 
ishing support do not believe.” 
A strong seven-man committee 

was formed, headed by Rev. Perry 
Crouch of Asheville. 


Determined Opposition by 
Southern Baptist 
Liberals 


We thank God for a clear-cut 
victory of the Bible-believing Bap- 
tists in North Carolina, the clear 
stand against those who invited 
Ferre to speak and who agree 
with him in his infidel doctrines 
that Jesus was a sinful human be- 
ing, that He was not pre-existent 
before His birth, that He was not 
born of a virgin, and that people 
are not saved by faith in His 
blood. ‘The three student leaders 
were put out. It was a solid, good 
victory. 

At the same time, it is only 
fair to say that there was a deter- 
mined modernistic majority who 
have very strong influence among 
Baptists in North Carolina who 
fought to the bitter end. The Ke- 


ligious Herald, Baptist paper. of 


at the University of North Carol- 
ina and Duke University, uphold- 
ing the three men who were dis- 
charged. The same paper reports 
that at Meredith College in 
Raleigh, Miss Anne Tustall, presi- 
dent of the North Carolina Bap- 
tist Student Union Convention, in- 
sisted that Ferre ought to have 
been heard, ought to have been 
kept on the program. A number 
of pastors and lay-leaders insisted 
on the right of students and stu- 
dent secretaries to deny the fun- 
damentals of the faith and still 
have Baptist support. They insist- 
ed that the greatest Baptist doc- 
+trine is freedom of the individual, 
and they wanted no authority, not 
even the authority of the Bible, 
to control Baptist students in re- 
ligious matters. 

Baptist leaders in North Carol- 
ina have, in the past, openly pub- 
lished an out-and-out liberal mag- 
azine of unbelief. Dr. Edwin M¢é- 
Neill Poteat, pastor of the Pullen 
Memorial Baptist Church, Raleigh, 
North Carolina, openly endorsed 
the infidel book, The Sun and the 
Umbrella, by Nels Ferre, and his 
quotation is published on the back 
of the book jacket by the publish- 
ers. 

So when the student secretaries 
invited Dr. Nels Ferre to speak, 
and defended him before the stu- 
dents, it was only the natural and 
inevitable reaping of the seed 
sown in the past when North 
Carolina Baptists have put up with 
modernists as_ members in their 
state convention, and as teachers 
and lecturers in Wake Forest Col- 
lege, and now in _ Southeastern 
Baptist Theological Seminary. It 
was only to be expected that Nels 
Ferre, invited officially to lecture 
at Southern Baptist Seminary in 
Louisville, in 1947, should now be 
invited by student leaders™in 
North Carolina. 

Nor should the liberalism of the 
three student secretaries be laugh- 
ed off as the ignorance of youth. 
The state BSU secretary, Rev. 
James W. Ray, is 39. Rev. Max 
Wicker is 39 also, and Rev. J. C. 
Herrin is 29. Modernists are in 
the minority among Baptists in 
the south, but they are organized 
and determined; and if modernism 
is not put out of Southern Baptist 
schools, then the liberals will soon 
control the Convention and it will 
be impossible on some other oc- 
casion to oust leaders who deny 
the fundamentals of the faith. 


Much Credit to Baptist State | 
Secretary, Dr. M. A.. Huggins

good, strong, Bible-believing men 
in many places of leadership. 
Among these, evidently, is Dr. M. 
A. Huggins, Baptist State Secre- 
tary in North Carolina, who took 
the lead in cancelling the speak- 
ing engagment of Dr. Nels Ferre.

It ac- 
cepts no liquor or beer advertising, 
and its late editor and owner, 
Josephus Daniels, was the secre- 
tagy of the Navy who took liquor 
out of the Navy when he was in.. 
But the N. and O. family are" 
staunch Methodists, loyal to Meth- 
odism and Emory and Duke.” (The 
newspaper clippings sent were 
-biased, favored the student sec- 
retaries, but the essential facts 
were clear. Ed.) 

“4. The issue with the ousted 
BSU personnel was not racial or 
even subordination. It was and is 
modernism and liberalism in their 
teaching on our college campi. 
(One of them would not admit the 
virgin birth even at his hearing.) 

“5.-It took great courage for 
the Board and Dr. Huggins to act 
as they did.

- In 1952 Brother Sumner sent 
a blessed sermon, as I recall, a 
prize-winning sermon, to THE 
SworD OF THE Lorp, published 
under the title, “Have You 
Counted the Cost?” In the more 
recent 1953 Evangelistic Sermon 
Contest, Brother Sumner. had a 
prize-winning sermon, ‘The Un- 
Mocked God,” a really remarkable 
and powerful sermon, which has 
recently been printed. 


Here is a. brief biographical 
sketch in Brother Sumner’s 
words: 


“IT was born in Norwich, New 


York, August 3, 1922. At the age} 


of 11, with the rest of my family, 
I joined the Calvary’ Baptist 
Church in that city. At 16 I grad- 
uated from the Norwich High 
School. A little over a year later, 
at the LeTourneau' Christian 
Camp at Canandaigua Lake, New 
York, I gave my heart to Christ 
and beeame a new creature. Ralph 
Neighbour was the. evangelist. 
About a month later, at the same 
camp, I volunteered for full-time 
service, feeling I should do the 
work of an evangelist. This latter 
part may have been due, at the 
time, to what I thought was the 
‘glamour’ of evangelistic work, but 
it is a conviction Which has grown 
stronger and stronger with the 
passing of time, and experience 
has taught me that instead of 
‘glamour,’ true evangelism is hard 
work, with a high price. Immedi- 
ately I applied for admission in 
the Baptist Bible Seminary, John- 
son City, New York, and was in 
school ten weeks after conversion. 
I graduated with the class of May, 
1943. Since then I have held 
pastorates in Pontiac, Illinois; 
Long Beach, California; and Gra- 
ham, Texas. Interspersed has been 
evangelistic work and one interim 
pastorate. I have five children— 
Richard Lee (10), Ralph Leslie 
(9), Ruth Lynn (7), Rita Louise 
(5), and Ronald Lloyd (3). 


“Feeling the burden for evan- 
gelistic work, I have taken every 
opportunity which presented _§it- 
self, often traveling completely 
across the country for one or two 
meetings, barely making -my ¢ex- 
penses. All the meetings I have 
held thus far have been in small 
churches, but God has given some 
glorious victories! Even as I write, 


I think of a country church at a. 


erossroad near Roosevelt, Califor- 
nia, when 18 came in a single 
service—sixteen first-time profes- 
sions and two for assurance. Inci- 
dently, as I remember, the crowd 
that night had been ‘baited’ with 
an offer of your booklet, Verbal 
Inspiration of the Bible. I have 
seen greater numbers come to 
Christ in other services, but this 
stands out in my memory as my 
greatest thrill. I have had the joy 
of seeing drunkards, harlots, ex- 
eonvicts and others of like char- 
acter come to Christ in my meet- 
y+ aa

The Wanderer Received

Perhaps there is no subject in the Bible that takes hold 
of me with as great force as this subject of the wandering 
child. It enters deeply into my own life; it comes right home 
into our own family. The first thing I remember was the 


death of my father; 


I remember nothing about the funeral, 


but his death has made a lasting impression upon me. 


After my mother’s subsequent 
sickness, my oldest . brother’ to 
whom mother looked up to com- 
fort her in her loneliness, and in 
her great affliction, became a 
wanderer; he left home. I need 
not tell you how that mother 
mourned for her boy, how she 
waited by day and month by 
month for his return. I need not 
say how night after night she 
watched, and wept, and prayed. 
Many a time we were told to go 
to the post office to see if a letter 
had not come from him, but we 
had to bring back the sorrowful 
words, “No letter yet, Mother.” 
Many a time as I walked up to 
the house, I have heard my moth- 
er pray, “O God, bring back my 
boy.” Many a time did she lift her 
heart up to God in prayer for her 
boy. 


When the wintry gale would 
blow around the house, and the 
gale would rage without, her dear 
face would wear a terribly anxious 
look, and she would utter in pit- 
eous tones, “Oh, my dear boy; per- 
haps he is on the ocean this fear- 
ful night. O God, preserve him!”’ 
We would sit around the fireside 
of an evening and ask her to tell 
us about our father, and she would 
talk for hours about him; but if 
the mention of my eldest brother 
should chance to come in, then all 
would be hushed; she never spoke 
of him but with tears. Many a 
time did she try to conceal them, 


but all was in vain, and when 
Thanksgiving Day came, a chair 
was set for him. Old friends and 
neighbors gave him up, but Moth- 
er had faith that she would see 
him again. 

One day in the middle of the 
summer, a stranger was seen ap- 
proaching the house. He came up 
on the east piazza and looked upon 
my mother through the window. 
The man had a long beard, and 
when mother first saw him, -she 
did not start or rise, but when 
she saw the great tears trickling 
down his cheeks, she cried, “It’s 
my boy, my dear, dear boy,” 
sprang to the window. But there 
the boy stood, and said, “Mother, 
I will never cross the threshold 
until you say you forgive me.” 


Do you think he had to stay 
there long? No, no; her arms 
were soon around him, and she 
wept upon his shoulder as did the 
father of the prodigal son when 
he returned home. I heard of it 
when in a distant city, and what 
a thrill of joy shot through me! 
But what joy of earth can equal 
the joy in heaven when a wander- 
ing child comes home! The match- 
less parable of the Prodigal was 
recorded solely to show us the 
love and compassion of God who 
waits to receive into the relation 
of sonship every wandering soul.

Such a temperament may be 
thine: and if it be, thou never 
canst expect to obtain just the 
same exuberant gladness which 
comes to others, nor must thou 
complain if it is so. This is the 
burden which thy Saviour’s hands 
shaped for thee, and thou must 
carry it for Him, not complaining, 
or parading it to the gaze of 
others, or allowing. it to master 
thy steadfast and resolute spirit, 
but bearing it silently, and glorify- 
ing God amid all. But, though it 
may be impossible to win the joy- 
ousness which comes to others, 
there may at least be rest, and 
victory, and _ serenity—-Heaven’s 
best gift to man. | 


and. 


We must remember, also, that 
emotion is no true test of our 
spiritual state. Rightness of heart 
often shows itself in gladness of 
heart, just as bodily health gen- 
erally reveals itself in exuberant 
spirits. But it is not always so. 
In other words, absence of joy 
does not always prove that the 
heart is wrong. It may do so, but 
certainly not invariably. 

Perhaps the nervous system may 
have been overtaxed, as Elijah’s 
was in the wilderness, when, after 
the long strain of Carmel and his 
flight was over, he lay down upon 
the sand and asked to die, a re- 
quest which God met, not with 
rebuke, but with food and sleep. 
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Perhaps the Lord has withdrawn 


‘the light from the landscape in 


order to see whether He was 
loved for Himself or merely for 
His gifts. 

Perhaps the discipline of life has 
culminated in a Gethsemane, 
where the bitter cup is. being 
placed to the lips by a Father’s 
hand, though only a Judas can be 
seen, and in the momentary 
anguish caused by the effort to 
renounce the will, it is only pos- 
sible to. lie upon the ground, with 
strong crying and tears, which the 
night wind bears to God. Under 
such circumstances as these, ex- 
uberant joy is out of place. Som- 
bre colours become the tried and 
suffering soul. High spirits would 
be as unbecoming here as gaiety 
in the home shadowed by death. 
Patience, courage, faith are the 
suitable graces to be manifested 
at such times. 


But, when allowance is made 
for all these, it is certain that 
many of us are culpably missing 
a blessedness which would make 
us radiant with the light of Para- 
dise; and the loss is attributable 
to some defect in our character 
which we shall do well to detect 
and make right. 


I. Perhaps You Do Not Dis- 
tinguish Between Your 
Standing and Your 
Experience 
Our experiences are fickle ‘as 
April weather; now sunshine, now 
cloud; lights and shadows chasing 
each-other over miles of heathery 
moor or foam-flecked sea. But our 
standing in Jesus changes not.

It did 
not originate in us, but in His 
everlasting love, which, foreseting 
all that we should be, loved us 
notwithstanding all. It has not 
been purchased by us, but by His 
precious blood, which pleads for 
us as mightily and successfully 
when we can hardly claim it, as 
when our faith is most buoyant. 
It is not maintained by us, but 

by the Holy Spirit. 

If we have fled to Jesus for 
salvation, sheltering under Him, 
relying on Him, and trusting Him, 
though with many misgivings, as 
well we may, then we are one 
with Him for ever. We were one 
with Him in the grave; one with 
Him on Easter morn; one with 
Him when He sat down at’ God’s 
right hand. We are one with Him 
now as he stands in the light of 
His Father’s smile, as the limbs 
of the swimmer are one with the 
head, though it alone is encircled 
with the warm glory of the sun, 
while they are hidden beneath the 
waves. And no doubt or depression 
can for a single moment effect or 
altar our acceptance with God 
through the blood of Jesus, which 
is an eternal fact. 


You have not realized this, per- 
haps, but have thought that your 
Standing in Jesus was affected, by 
your changeful mood.

Other men have not 
your God to fly to; they have 
never proved His faithfulness as 
you have done, and it is no wonder 
if they are bowed down with 
alarm and cowed with fear; but 
you profess to be of anotiter spirit; 
you have been begotten again un- 
to a lively hope, and your heart 
lives in Heaven and not on earthly 
things; now, if you are seen to be 
distracted as other men, what is 
the value of that grace which you 
profess to have received? Where 
is the dignity of that new nature 
which you claim to possess? 


Again, if you should be filled 
with ‘alarm, as others are, you 
would, doubtless, be led into the 
sins sO common to others under 
trying circumstances, The ungod- 
ly, when they are overtaken by 
evil tidings, rebel against God; they 
deals hardly with them. Will you 
fall into that same sin? Will you 
provoke the Lord as they do? 


Moreover, unconverted’ men 
often run to wrong means in order 
to escape from difficulties, and 
you will be sure to do the same if 
your mind yields to the present 
pressure. Trust in the Lord, and 
wait patiently for Him. Your wis- 
est course is to do as Moses did 
at the Red Sea, “Stand still and 
see the salvation of God.” For if 
you give way to fear when you 
hear of evil tidings, you will be 
unable to meet the trouble with 
that calm composure which nerves 
for duty, and sustains under ad- 
versity. 


How can you glorify God if you 
play the coward? Saints have 
often sung God’s high praises in 
the fires, but will your doubting 
and desponding, as if you had none 
to help you, magnify the Most 
High? Then take courage, and 
relying in sure confidence upon the 
faithfulness of your covenant God, 
“let.not your heart be troubled, 
neither let it be afraid.”

Against Bad Teachers

Speak Up 


Sometime ago I released a syn- 
dicated article teMing a very tragic 
story. It was about the son of a 
minister in the great Northwest 
whose faith was shattered and 
whose morals were wrecked in a 
church school because of the care- 
lessness of the president, members 
of the Board of Trustees, and lead- 
ers of the college in permitting an 
atheistic, behavioristic scientist to 
become a member of the faculty of 
the institution. As the founder of a 
college that stands without apolo- 
gy for the absolute authority of 
the Bible and as an evangelist who 
has had almost a worid-wide ex- 
perience in dealing with the masses 
of the people, 1 am convinced that 
one of the greatest perils to the 
faith of the youth of this nation is 
the false idea abroad in the land to 
the effect that academic freedom 
gives a teacher the right to use the 
classroom of a state-supported in- 
stitution or of a church school to 
dissiminate Satanic propaganda. 


A church school should be just as 
sacred as a church pulpit. A mod- 
ernist has no more right to teach 
in the classroom of a church-sup- 
ported institution than a modernist 
has to stand in the orthodox pulpit 
and subtly undermine the faith of 
the saints. It is not right for an 
employee who receives his living 
from the owner of a ship to scuttle 
the ship that carries the owner's 
freight. The church schools belong 
to the people. The rank and file of 
the common, plain everyday, 
American church members. still 
believe the Bible. They may not 
live it, but “way down in their 
hearts’ many of them still believe 
it. These plain, everyday, ordinary, 
American church people support 
the churches. The churches could 
not operate without them. If they 
would rise up en mass and demand 
orthodoxy in church schools, then 
the church schools would have or- 
thodoxy. 


Modernists are cowards. They 
never work in the open until after 
they have defeated the orthodox 
crowd. Jesus said something about 
a farmer who sowed some wheat 
in his field and went home and 
went to sleep in perfect confidence 
that he would receive a crop of 
wheat. While this man was sleep- 
ing, the enemy sowed tares in the 
wheatfield. While the rank and 
file of the orthodox, plain, Ameri- 
can church people have been sleep- 
ing, the devil has used some of his

faithful personal work of his Sun- 
day school teacher? 


I: believe in preaching. It is a 
great privilege to preach the Gos- 
pel, but this world can be reached 
and evangelized far more quickly 
and thoroughly by personal work 
than by public preaching. Indeed, 
it can only be reached and evan- 
gelized: by personal work. When 
the whole church of Jesus Christ 
shall rouse to its responsibility 
and privilege in this matter, and 
every individual Christian become 
a personal worker, the evangeliza- 
tion of the world will be close at 
hand. When the membership of 
any local church shall rouse to its 
responsibility and privilege in this 
matter, and each member become 
a personal worker in the power of 
the Holy Spirit, a great revival 
will be close at hand for the com- 
munity in which that church is 
located. Personal work is a work 
that wins but little applause from 
men, but it accomplishes great 
things for God. 

There are many who think per- 
sonai work beneath their dignity 
and their gifts. A blind woman 
once came to me and said, “Do 
you think that my blindness will 
hinder me from working for the 
Master?” 

“Not at all; it may be a great 
help to you, for others seeing your 
blindness will come and speak to 
you, and then you will have an 
opportunity of giving your testi- 
mony for Christ, and of leading 
them to the Saviour.” 


“Oh, that is not what I want,” 
she replied. “It seems to me a 
waste of time when one might be 
speaking to five or six hundred 
at once, just to be speaking to an 
individual,” 


I answered that our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ was able to 
speak to more than five thousand 
at once, and yet He never thought 
personal work beneath His dignity 
or His gifts. Indeed, it was the 
work the Saviour loved to do. We 
have more instances of our Sav- 


-‘Jour’s personal work recorded in 


the Gospels than of His preaching. 
The one who is above personal 
work is above his Master. 


II. Its Advantages 


Let us look at the advantages 
of personal work. 


1. All can do it. In an average 
congregation there are not more 
than four or five who can preach 
to edification. It would be a great 
pity, too, should all attempt to be- 
come preachers; it would be a 
great blessing if all would become 
personal workers. Any child of 
God can do personal work, and all 
can learn to do effective personal 
work. The mother who is confined 
at home by multiplicity of home 
duties can still do personal work, 
first of all with her own children, 
and then with the servants in the 
nome, with the butcher, the gro- 
cer, the tramp who calls at the 
door, in fact, with everybody who 
comes within reach. 

I once knew a mother very gift- 
ed in the matter of bringing her 
own children up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord, who 
lamented that she could not do 
some work for Christ. I watched 
this woman carefully, and found 
that almost every one who came 
to the house in any capacity was 
spoken to about the Saviour, and 
she was, in point of fact, doing 
more for Christ in the way of 
direct evangelistic work than 
most pastors. 

Even the one shut up at home 
by sickness can do personal work. 
As friends come to the sick bed, a 
word of testimony can be given 
for Christ, or even an extended 
conversation can be held. A little 
girl of twelve, the child of very 
poor parents, lay dying in the city 
of Minneapolis. She let her light 
shine for the Master, and spoke 
among others to a godless phys- 
iclan, to whom, perhaps, no one 
else had ever spoken about Christ. 
A poor girl in New York City, who 
was rescued from the slums and 
'died a year or two afterwards, 
was used of God to lead about one 
hundred men and women to 
Christ, while lying upon her dying 
bed. 

Even the servant girl can do ef- 
fective personal work. Lord 
Shaftsbury, the great English 


philanthropist, was won to Christ

We are not asking that state in- 
stitutions be made Christian. We 
are asking that state institutions 
not be made pagan.We believe in 
separation of church and state in 
America.

J have seen a larger per- 
centage of skeptics graduated from 
church schools than I have turned 
out from state institutions. In a 
state institution a young person 
can be warned to protect his own 
faith. When such a young person 
attends a church school, he takes 
it for granted that he is in a safe 
place and usually swallows what- 
ever a teacher pours down his in- 
tellectual throat. The hope of 
America is in an awakening among 
the plain, ordinary, everyday, or- 
thodox church people. God help 
them to wake up!

Traveling men have unusually 
good opportunities for doing per- 
sonal work, as they travel on the 
trains from town to town, as they 
stop in one hotel after another and 
go from store to store. A profes- 
sional nurse once came into my 
Bible class in Chicago, and at the 
close of the meeting approached 
me and said: “I was led to Christ 
by Mr. (a traveling man 
connected with a large wholesale 
house|!. I was in a hotel parlor, 
and this gentleman saw me and 
walked across the parlor and asked 
me if I was a Christian, and 
when I told him I was not, he 
proceeded at once to show me the 
way of life. I was so startled and 
impressed to find a traveling man 
leading others to Christ that I ac- 
cepted Him as my Saviour then 
and there. He told me if I ever 
came to Chicago to come to your 
Bible class.” I have watched this 
woman for years since, and she 
herself is a most devoted Christian 
and effective worker. 


How enormous and wonderful 
and glorious would be the results 
if ‘all Christians should begin to 
be active personal .workers to the 
extent of their ability! Nothing 
else would do so much to,-promote 
a revival in any community, and 
in the land at large. Every pastor 
should urge this duty upon his 
people, train them for it, and see 
that they do it. 


2. It can be done anywhere. 
There are but few places where 
one can preach. There is no place 
where one cannot do _ personal 
work. How often, as we pass fac- 
tories, engine houses, lodging 
houses and other places where 
crowds are gathered, do we wish 
that we might get into them and 
preach the Gospel, but generally 
this is impossible, but it is alto- 
gether possible to go in and do 
personal work. Furthermore, we 
can do personal work on_ the 
street, whether street meetings 
are allowed or not. We can do 
personal work in the homes of the 
poor and in the homes of the rich, 
in hospitals, workhouses, jails, 
station houses, and all sorts of in- 
stitutions—in a word, everywhere. 

3. It can be done at any time. 
The. times when we. can _ have 
preaching services and Sunday 
schools are quite limited. As a 
rule, in most communities, we can- 
not have services more than two 
or three days in the week, and 
only three or four hours in the 
day, but personal work canbe 
done seven days in the week, and 
any time of day or night. Some of 
the best personal work done in 
this country in the last twenty 
years has been done on the streets 
at midnight and after midnight. 
Those who love souls have walked 
the streets looking for wanderers, 
and have gone into dens of vice 
seeking the lost sheep, and hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of them have 
thus been found. 

4. It Peaches all classes. There 
are large classes of men that no 
other method will reach. There are 
the shtit-ins who cannot get out 


very poor and the very rich. Some 
cannot and others will not attend 
church or cottage meeting or mis- 
sion meeting, but personal work 
can reach them all. 

5. It hits the mark. Preaching 
is necessarily general; personal 
work is direct and personal. There 
is no mistaking who is meant, 
there is no dodging the arrow, 
there is no possibility of giving 
what is said away to some one 
else. Many whom even so expert 
a Gospel preacher as Mr. Moody 
has missed have been afterwards 
reached by personal work. 

6. It meets the definite need, 
and every need of the person 
dealt with. Even when men are 
aroused and convicted, and per- 
haps converted, by a sermon, per- 
sonal work is necessary to bring 
out..into clear light and into a 


satisfactory. experience one whom |} 


the sermon has thus aroused, con- 
victed and converted.

honey enough for all. Eat it and 
be filled with the gospel of peace 
as you carry it to others. 


Here is a strange thing, my 
brother! No verse of Scripture will 
ever be so sweet to you as that 
one which you have used in point- 
ing some other soul to Christ. A 
preacher never understands other 
parts of the Bible as well as that 
portion of the bread of life which 
God has led him to break for 
others. The sweetest*verses in my 
Bible are those used when I have 
preached With -tears and power, 
and otHers have been blessed. It is 
a gospel of peace that you carry, 
and part of the soul winner’s prep- 
aration is the sweet enjoyment of 
the assurance of his own salvation. 
One who rejoices that his name 
is written in Heaven may get 
other names written there, too. 


This Is Part of the Christian’s 
Armour 


And now comes a surprising les- 
son. The soul-winner’s shoes are 
part of his armour, part of his 
defense against Satan. In this 
Same passage, Ephesians 6, we 
read in verses 10-15: 

“Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of 
his might. 

“Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. 

“For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against prin- 


cipalities, against powers, against 


the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places. 

“Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye 


in 


8. It produces very large results. 
There is no comparison whatever 
between what will be effected by 
good preaching and what will be 
effected by constant personal 
work. Take a church of one hun- 
dred members; such a church un- 
der an excellent pastor would be 
considered as doing an exception- 
ally good work if on an average 
fifty were added annually to this 
membership. But suppose that that 
church was trained to do personal 
work, and that fifty of the one 
hundred members actually went 
at it. Certainly one a month won 
to Christ by each one would not 
be a large average. That would be 
six hundred a year instead of the 
fifty mentioned above. A church 
of many members, with the most 
powerful preaching possible, that 
depends upon the minister alone 
to win men to Christ by his 
preaching, would not accomplish 
anything like what would be ac- 
complished by a church with a 
comparatively poor preacher, 
where the membership generally 
were personal workers.

“Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt about with truth, and 
having on the breastplate of right- 
eousness; 

“And your feet shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of 
peace,” 

Verse 15 simply tells how to be 
strong in the Lord and in the pow- 
er of His might, as commanded in 
verse 10. It is part of the whole 
armour of God mentioned in verse 
11, and these shoes are to be put 
on “that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil.” 
Verse 12 tells us that we have a 
terrific battle on, not against flesh 
and blood, but against principal- 
ities, against powers, against the 
rulers of darkness, ete. Satan and 
all his evil spirits are around about 
the Christian. Therefore for his 
own safety, verse 15 tells us, the 
Christian must have his “feet shod 
with the preparation of the gospel 
of peace!” 

In war and in football we are 
told that the ‘“‘best defense is a 
good offense.” The Christian who 
retires from the field of battle, 
and lets souls go unhindered to 
Hell, is not safe from temptation; 
rather he is in greater danger. The 
Christian who really puts up a 
fight against Satan, and snatches 
men as brands from the burning, 
will find that all about him God 
has put a wall of protection. 

How many times I have been 
almost defeated, discouraged, 
downhearted, without a message 
to preach; but when I gave my- 
self to personal soul winning and 
had the joy of seeing some saved, 
what joy, what close touch with 
God! How much easier it is to 
pray when vou win souls! How 
much easier it is to resist tempta- 
tion when your feet are shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of 
peace! 

The only safe place for a Chris- 
tian is in the line of duty and that 
is always in a path of soul win- 
ning. A young man_ called to 


preach said to me one day, “Broth- . 


er Rice, if I do not preach I can’t 
even live like a Christian.” No 
doubt he was telling me the truth. 
One who follows the Spirit in soul 
winning can have the help of God 
in time of need. But if with a 
willful heart you pick your own 
path outside the will of God, you 
throw yourself open to a thousand 
evils, and make yourself a prey 
to Satan and his evil spirits. 

So, my brother, put the shoes 
of the gospel on your feet and sect 
out to win souls. Dedicate your 
feet to the blessed business cf 
carrying Christ to sinners, and 
see that they are “shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of 
peace.”

thou didst leave the narrow track 
of implicit obedience.” 

Is not this the cause of depres- 
sion to thousands of Christian 
people? They are God’s children, 
but they are disobedient children. 
The Bible rings with one long de- 
mand for obedience. The key-word 
of the book of Deuteronomy is 
Observe and Do. The burden of 
the Farewell Discourse is, If ye 
love Me keep My commandments. 
We must not question or reply or 
excuse ourselves. We must not 
pick and choose our way. We must 
not take some commands and re- 
ject others. We must not think 
that obedience in other directions 
will compensate for disobedience 
in some one particular. God gives 
one command at a time, borne in 
upon us, not in one way only, but 


in many; by this He tests us. If‘ 


we obey in this, He will flood our 
soul with blessing, and lead us 
forward into new paths and pas- 
tures. But if we refuse in this, we 
shall remain stagnant and water- 
logged, make no progress in Chris- 
tian experience, and lack both 
power and joy. 


4, Perhaps You Are 
Permitting Some 
Known Evil 


When water is left to stand, 
the particles of silt betray them- 
selves, as they fall one by one to 
the bottom. So, if you are quiet, 
you may become aware of the 
presence in your soul of permit- 
ted evil. Dare to consider it. Do 
not avoid the sight as the bank- 
rupt avoids his tell-tale ledgers, 
or as the consumptive patient the 
stethoscope. Compel yourself 
quietly to consider whatever evil 
the Spirit of God discovers to your 
soul. It may have lurked in the 
cupboards and cloisters of your be- 
ing for years, suspected but un- 
judged. But whatever it be, and 
whatever its history, be sure that. 
it has brought the shadow over 
your life which is your daily sor- 
row. 3 : 


Does your will refuse to relin- 


guish a practice or habit which is 
alien to the will of God? 

Do you permit some secret sin 
to have its unhindered way in the 
house of your life? - | 

Do your affections roam unre- 
strained after forbidden objects? 

Do you cherish any resentment 
or hatred towards another, to 
whom you refuse to be reconciled? 


Is there some injustice which 
you refuse to forgive, some charge 
which you refuse to pay, some 
wrong which you refuse to con- 
fess? 
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Please = rt both new and old ad- 
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Are you allowing something 
yourself which you would be the 
first to condemn in others, but 
which you argue may be permit- 
ted in your own case, because of 
certain reasons with which you 
attempt to smother the remon- 
strances of conscience? 


In some cases the hindrance 
to conscious blessedness lies not 
in sins, but in weights which hang 
around the soul. Sin is that which 
is always and everywhere wrong; 
but a weight is anything which 
may hinder or impede the Chris- 
tian life, without being positively 
sin, And thus a thing may be a 
weight to one which is not so to 
another. Each must be fully per- 
suaded in his own mind. And 
wherever the soul is aware of its 
life being hindered by the pres- 
-ence of only one thing, then, how- 
ever harmless in itself, and how- 
ever innocently permitted by 
others, there can be no alterna- 
tive, but it must be cast aside as 
the garments of the lads when, on 
the village green, they compete for 
the prize of the wrestle or the race. 


5. Perhaps You Look Too 
Much Inwards On Self, 
Instead of Outwards 

- on the Lord Jesus 


The healthiest people do not 
think about their health; the weak 
induce disease by morbid intro- 
spection. If you begin to count 
your heart-beats, you will disturb 
the rhythmic action of the heart. 
If you continually imagine a pain 
anywhere, you will produce it. And 
there are some true children of 
God who induce their own dark- 
ness by morbid self-scrutiny. They 
are always going back on them- 
selves, analysing their motives, re- 
considering past acts of consecra- 
tion, comparing themselves with 
themselves. In one form or an- 
other self is the pivot of their life, 
albeit that it is undoubtedly a 
religious life. What but darkness 
can result from such a course? 
There are certainly times in our 
lives when we must look within, 
and judge ourselves, that we may 
not be judged. But this is only 
done that we may turn with 
fuller purpose of heart to the 
Lord. And when once done, it 
needs not to be repeated. “‘Leav- 
ing the things behind” is the only 
safe motto. The question is, not 
whether we did as well as we 
might, but whether we did as well 
as we could at the time. 


We must not-spend all our lives 
in. cleaning our windows, or in 
considering whether they’ are 
clean, but in sunning ourselves in 
God’s blessed light. That light will 
soon show us what still needs to 
be cleansed away, and will enable 
us to cleanse it with unerring ac- 


fect reservior of everything the 
soul of man requires for a blessed 
and holy life. To make much of

from His fulness, is therefore the 
only condition of soul-health. But 
to be more concerned with self 
than with Him, is like spending

On the outskirts of the famous 
Bible city of Jericho, at a point 
of vantage by the way side, evi- 
dently there for the purpose of 
begging, we see two nameless 
men, seeking alms from the multi- 
tudes of devout pilgrims who, at 
that particular season of the year, 
were wending their way to Jeru- 
salem to keep the great national 
feast of the Passover. For cen- 
turies the Jewish race had com- 


-memorated that wonderful de- 


liverance from Egyptian bondage, 
and these two men knew. that 
tremendous crowds would be pas- 
sing through Jericho at this time, 


~ pound for the beloved metropolis, 


there to celebrate Israel’s night 
of destiny, when Pharaoh’s im- 
pious attitude met with divine 
judgment, and an_ oppressed 
people were gloriously freed from 
servitude. 

As we look a little closer at 
these two beggars, we see the 
reason for their helpless depend- 
ence upon the charity of their 
fellows; they were suffering from 
the terrible affliction of blindness, 
so common in the East at that 
time, and this pilgrimage afforded 
a golden opportunity of collect- 
ing a little alms from those pas- 
sers-by who would be moved to 
pity at such a sight. 


Surely this is a sight that a- 
wakens our sympathy, for not only 
are their lives saddened by their 
affliction, but, handicapped by 
their blindness, there is no pos- 
sibility of earning a livelihood, and 
no hope or prospect for the future.

the world, the Opener of sin- 
blinded eyes, who said, “...he 
that followeth me shall not walk 
in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life’ (John 8:12). 

Looking again at our canvas we 
see:

“They heard that Jesus passed 
by” (vs. 30). 

Doubtless at first they were 
puzzled at the strange excitement 
that filled the air; somehow this 
time it seemed different from the- 
usual crowds to which they had 
been accustomed _in other years.

“I will, 
be thou clean’ was His word of 
compassion and power, and, with 
omnipotence trembling at His 
fingertips, the foul disease fled 
like a frightened spaniel from that 
authoritative command, leaving 
the sufferer whole (Matt. 8:1-3). 


JESUS! This was the One who,

This was the One who, 
as the palsied man was let down 
into His presence through the un- 
covered roof, pronounced the 
double blessing of healing and for- 
giveness, causing the astonished 
crowds to exclaim in wonder, as 
the hitherto helpless man walked 
home with his bed upon his 
shoulder: “We never saw it on this 
fashion” (Mark 2:1-12). 

JESUS! This was the One who, 
standing over the restless, tossing 


‘body of Simon’s mother-in-law, 


rebuked the raging fever like a 


living thing, causing it to depart | 


and leave the tormented body to 
rise with delightful ease and cool- 


ness to minister to the needs of} 


others (Luke 4:38, 39). 


JESUS! This was the One who, 
confronted with a rock-hewn 


tomb containing the decomposing 
body of a loved one four days 
dead, called into the darkness of 
its gaping mouth, “Lazarus, come 
forth,” and out from the confines 
of the dead stumbled a_ body 
wrestling with grave clothes, 
obedient to the command of His 
Lord (John 11:43, 44). 

Best of all, this was the name 
of Him who had touched the sight- 
less eyes of others like themselves, 
lifted the dark curtains of night, 
and flooded the vision with the 
wonders of the universe. The 
Creator of the eye Himself, the 
Architect of that delicate organ, is 
now passing by—-the hour of their 
opportunity had struck. 

With commendable wisdom they 
acted: immediately, and, although 
they did not know it at the time, 
it was their last chance for de- 
liverance. Had they waited until 
He returned from the feast, they 
would have been sightless to the 
end of their days, for although 
the others came that way again on 
their journey home, He “being de- 
livered by the determinate counsel 
and. foreknowledge of God,” was

crucified and slain” (Acts 2:23). 

In that name, and the One who 
bears it, lies the hope and sal- 
vation of sin-blinded men today. 
“Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 4:12). 


What an opportunity confronts 
you, unsaved friend, as you read 
this message now, for:

Like these afflicted men in our 
picture story, you are offered heal- 
ing and forgiveness, salvation and 
pardon, by the only One who has 
the right and power to bestow 
these blessings, because He died 
to make them possible to you:

If it were possible for me to 
take you to the confines of the 
lost world at this moment, and, 
in your hearing, speak to those 
who are there, smitten with re- 
morse and torn with the pangs of 
conscience, I make bold to say 
that if I should ask them:

Since I have been an evan- 
gelist for practically all my life, 
having started when I was just 
fifteen years old, and since an 
evangelist must necessarily 
have a sort of sixth sense about 
reaction to a certain type of 
emphasis, I think I am in 
pretty good position to judge, 
in a small way at ieast, the 
results that God has wrought 
through Bob Jones University.

simple faith?” they would answer 
something like this: 

“Yes, we knew it only too well. 
We heard it over and over again. 
We fully intended to accept the 
Saviour offered us in the Gospel. 
But when God said ‘TODAY,’ we 
always said ‘tomorrow,’ and—we 
missed it at last.” 

I tremble lest one day you might 
say, speaking from the same place 
ef despair: “You did your best to 
warn us in your message on “The 
Christ for Your Crisis’; you 
pleaded with us to decide without 
delay; but we said, “Tomorrow! 
Tomorrow!! Tomorrow!!!— _ al- 
ways Tomorrow.’ ” Oh, let me take 
up the brush of divine warning, 
and paint into my picture these 
words: “Boast not thyself of to- 
morrow; for thou knowest not 
what a day may bring forth” 
(Prov. 27:1). 


But if you still His call refuse, 
And all His wondrous love 
abuse, 
Soon will He sadly from you turn; 
Your bitter prayer for pardon 
spurn, 
“Too late! Too late!” will be the 
cry-— 
“JESUS OF NAZARETH 
HAS PASSED BY.” 
The picture begins to develop, 
and upon the canvas we see: 


lil, A Prayer That Was 
Wrung From the Heart 
“Hive mercy on us, O Lord, 
thou son of David”! (vs. 30). 
Lifting their voices high, as soon 
as they hear the welcome tidings, 
these men cry in unison for mercy. 
How it startled the crowd to hear 
these earnest men calling upon 
Christ out of the depths of con- 
scious need, confessing their help- 
lessness, and acknowledging Him 
as Messiah. : 
Although they were physically 


- blind, and the Jewish leaders pos- 


sessed the blessing of sight, these 
two despised beggars saw more 
in Jesus than the proud religious 
rulers. They only saw in Christ 
an imposter worthy of death; 
these men took Messiah’s crown 
and placed it, by their prayer, on 
Messiah’s brow, as they acclaimed 
Him son of David. This is the 
cry that always reaches the heart 
of Christ—the prayer that is 
prompted by a deep realization of 
need and calls out to One who is 
competent to answer and deliver. 

It was a ery like this that fell 
from Peter’s lips, as, beginning 
to sink beneath the tossing bil- 


“glows, he cries above the howling 


waid,..“‘Lord, save me”! His ear- 
nest prayer brought an immediate 
response“from a powerful Christ, 
and the rand that made the uni- 
verse reaches out to save (Matt. 
14 :28-31)... 


It was a_c#¥ like this that fell 
from the lips of the despairing 
publican in the temple, as, con- 
scious of his guilt, he smote upon 
his breast, and said, “God be 
merciful to me a sinner.” This 
prayer drew the commending word 
of the Saviour, “I tell you, this 
man went down to his house 
justified” (Luke 18:9-14). 

May the gracious Holy Spirit 
produce that same earnest prayer 
in your heart just now, and you 
shall learn the swift response of 
ne who “...is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever 
liveth to make intercession for 
them” (Heb. 7:25). 

The canvas grows, and now we 
sce: 
IV. An Opposition That Was 
Exceedingely Powerful 

“The multitude rebuked them, 
because they should hold their 
peace” (vs. 31). 

Interrupted for a moment by 
their piercing cries for deliver- 
ance, the multitude suddenly dis- 
covered the cause, and hastily pro- 
ceeded to rebuke them; bidding 
them be silent. 

They may have reminded them 
of the exalted personage in their 
midst—t his renowned Prophet 


could not be expected to listen to 


every wandering beggar. They 
may have pointed out that they 
were all bound for an important 
national feast, and could not be 
delayed to attend to the needs of 
every blind man in the district. 
Whatever their reasons, they ad- 
ministered a stern rebuke. 


I am reminded from this in- 
cident that there will always be 
a hindrance in the pathway of the 
seeking soul, as they seek to con- 
tact the Saviour of the world. 
There is a powerful foe who will 
contest your right to mercy, and 
who will use even your nearest 
and dearest to oppose and rebuke 
you, if necessary. 


Satan will try to persuade you 
in the first place that this mes- 
sage is not-for such as you, but 
only for those who have commit- 
ted some glaring sin, and are in 
utter despair. If he fails here, be- 
cause you have already been con- 
victed of your need, realizing 
that “all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God” (Rom. 
3:23), he will proceed to tell you 
that your case is hopeless, and 
that you are beyond the reach 
of pardon. 

I rejoice to tell you that the 
stern demands of a. broken and 
outraged law are completely and 
eternally silenced by the blood of 
Jesus, which “cleanseth from ALL 


sin” (I John 1:7). My message 
for you, friend unsaved, is indeed 


“slad tidings” for those who real- 
ize their guilt and sinnership be- 
fore God. It is that in the sacrifice 
of Jesus, God has found that which 
meets every claim of His holiness, 
satisfies every demand of His 
throne, and enables Him to fully 
pardon and forgive the sou] that 
trusts that redeeming work. So 
completely does that death atone 
for sin, that Satan is forced to 
stand back in silence, as Jesus 
throws wide His inviting arms and 
says: “Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest” (Matt. 11: 
28). ; 

Another stroke upon the canvas, 
and we notice: 


V.A Voice That Brought a 
Message of Hope 

Jesus ...said, What will ye that 
I shall do unto you?” (vs. 32). 

Unheeding the disapproval of the 
crowd, these desperate men per- 
sisted in their plea for mercy. 
This is their only chance, and they 
must not be denied it. So they re- 
double their efforts, and cry the 
more; bringing an immediate re- 
sponse from Jesus. 

Although upon His burdened 
heart there hung the agonizing 
weight of His coming cross; al- 
though every step carried Him 
nearer to the green hill outside 
the city wall, where He knew He 
would have to shoulder the guilt of 
a fallen world and die “the just 
for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God” (1 Pet. 3:18); 
although He tasted already in an- 
ticipation the bitter dregs of our 
cup of woe, yet He hears the cry 
of need above all these things and 
the tumult of the throng, . and 
halts to answer and bless. 

I verily believe God would hush 
the songs of angels, and stop 
creating worlds, if needs be, to 
hear the cry of a penitent soul, 
and bring him a message of hope. 

One has often marvelled at the 
staggering miracle of the Old 
Testament, when, in response to 
Joshua’s audacious command, the 
sun stood still in the heavens to 
enable Israel to fight on to victory. 
But here is a greater marvel still: 
the “Sun of righteousness”’ in our 
story “stood still” at the cry of 
a nameless beggar! 

In accents of love and compas- 
sion He brings these despairing 
men a message of hope; He un- 
locks the treasure house of divine 
omnipotence, and says invitingly, 
“What will ye that I should do 
unto you?” At any lesser moment 
they might have asked for money; 
but in the presence of compassion- 
ate Deity they ask for their great 
consuming need to be met, “Lord, 
that our eyes may be opened.” All 
lesser needs are forgotten in the 
light of this one paramount lack 
in their hopeless lives; and, know- 
ing their need, they express it 
clearly and plainly. 

I wonder if you have yet dis- 
covered that there is a need in 
your life, deeper and more clam= 
ant than any other, the need of 
a Saviour. I wonder if you have 
yet expressed your desire in words 
as clear and unmistakable as these 
men: 


pardon and forgiveness. 
OPENED.” 


doubt as to the way in which you 
will be received if you ask Christ 
for sight and salvation at this mo- 
ment, let me give you the most 
emphatic language I can find on 
this matter in the entire New 
Testament: “...him that cometh 
to me I will IN NO WISE cast 
out” (John 6:37). 


What a welcome the father 
gave his repentant son, in the im- 
mortal story of Luke 15, gather- 
ing him just as he was, clad in his 
rags, into the glad embrace of his 
love, and planting on his brow the 
kiss of forgiveness. But that is 
nothing compared with the wel- 
come God waits to give to the 
penitent sinner, for I am convinced 
that “the arms of love which com- 
pass me would all mankind em- 
brace, and as soon as He sees 
your heart and _ steps’. turned 
Heavenwards and homewards, He 
waits to clothe you with the “gar- 
ments of salvation,” and bestow 
upon you the kiss of reconcilia- 
tion. 


Our picture is rapidly nearing 
completion, and upon the filling 
canvas, we discover: 


VI. A Change That Was 
Instant and Complete 
“Immediately their eyes 
ceived sight” (vs. 34). 
Moved with compassion at the 
sight of need, and responding to 
their cry of faith, Jesus puts 
forth that hand of power which 
“made the mountains rise, and 
spread the earth abroad’; that 
hand which throbbed. with the 
energy that created uncounted 
planets; that hand which was so 
soon to be spiked through with 
cruel nails, and “touched their 
eyes.”” Instantly the fire of vision 
flashed forth from those sightless 
sockets, and a transformation al- 
most unbelieveable took place. 
Oh, that this dying, thoughtless, 
careless world could see the hand 
of the Christ who can deal with 
every crisis, stretched out to give 
sight and healing. Oh, that you, 
friend of mine, as you look upon 
my canvas, so imperfectly drawn, 
might see at least this one thing:
